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Final Journey for 
young hero

THE girlfriend of a young 
soldier killed in Afghanis¬ 
tan was among friends 
who watched his coffin 


pass in procession 
through the village of 
Wootton Bassett after 
being returned to Britain 
on Monday. 

Private Robert Hayes, 19, from 
Burwell, was the first soldier to 
die in the conflict this year. 

His cousin, Danielle Baldwin, 
called for troops to be pulled out as 
the young soldier’s body was flown 
in to RAF Lyneham, Wiltshire, 
where there was a private ceremony 
with close family members. 

In nearby Wootton Bassett, an 
estimated 80 friends and relatives, 
including his girlfriend Jemma 
Redfarn, were among the crowd 
lining the street together with 
members of Newmarket Rugby 
Club where he was a member. 

Private Hayes, a former student 
at Bottisham Village College, had 
been in the Army for just a year 
when he was killed by an explosive 
device in Helmand Province on 
January 3.

He was serving with the 1st 
Battalion the Royal Anglian 
regiment and had been in 
Afghanistan since October. 

Tributes were paid to him by 
senior officers and colleagues 
who spoke of his professionalism 
and enthusiasm. 

Danielle, 26, said: “So many 
people have died. I have a lot of 
friends going out in February. Are 
they going to come home? 


“I think, unfortunately, there is 
going to be more loss of life. 
These people are fathers, sons 
and brothers. They need to come 
home.” 

But a friend, Linzi Shaw, 20, 
said to take troops out now 
“would completely undo every¬ 
thing Rob died for. He died for the 
human rights of people in 
Afghanistan. There is still work to 
be done”. 

A family statement issued last 
week said they drew strength 


from the knowledge that Private 
Hayes was with comrades “doing 
the job he so dearly loved”. 

Private Hayes’ body returned 
on the same flight as that of 
Sunday Mirror journalist Rupert 
Hamer. 

The newspaper defence 
correspondent was killed while on 
patrol with American Marines 
when their vehicle was blown up. 

Both bodies were taken to 
Oxford’s John Radcliffe Hospital 
for post-mortem examinations.

ICY ROADS were left untreated 
when councils cut back their 
gritting operations as salt 
supplies ran low. 

County councils in Suffolk and 
Cambridgeshire limited their road 
treatment operations as the cold 
weather persisted at the weekend. 

They continued to treat only the 
busiest A and B roads as temperatures 
rose earlier this week resulting in a 
thaw in most places. 

A national shortage of salt led to a 
Government-imposed rationing of 
supplies and orders to councils to cut 
back use by 25 per cent. 

Earlier this week, Cambridgeshire 
County Council said it only had 
supplies for “four or five days” of

gritting if the cold weather returned. 

Suffolk County Council was treating 
priority routes in the late afternoon 
and again the following morning. 

A council spokeswoman said that 
freezing temperatures at night and the 
forecast of further snow meant that 
gritting operations would continue. 

Further light snow was expected later 
in the week, but rain forecast tomorrow 
was likely to result in a rapid thaw, 
although freezing temperatures could 
return at the weekend. 

During the worst of the weather at 
the end of last week, police reported 
numerous crashes, but none resulted 
in serious injury. 


Police also warned snowball 
throwers that they could face 
prosecution for anti-social behaviour. 

In one incident in Haverhill, a 
vehicle’s windscreen was cracked when 
a snowball was dropped from a 
footbridge as it passed underneath. 

A Suffolk police spokesman said: 
“Whilst we do not wish to spoil 
anyone’s fun during the wintry 
weather, we would advise anyone 
throwing snowballs to be mindful of 
other people and their property. 

“We want everyone to stay safe and 
to enjoy the snow, but please refrain 
from throwing snowballs at buildings, 
vehicles and people, as they can cause 
injury and damage.” 

Police also warned people to stay off 
frozen ponds.

Coastal challenge to 
help a hero brother 


A COUNCIL planner whose 
brother lost his legs while 
serving in Afghanistan 
hopes to raise more than 
£2,000 for a service charity. 

Dave Beighton, 33, a principal 
planner at Forest Heath District 
Council, is taking part in a long 
distance coastal walk in aid of the 
Help for Heroes charity which 
supports injured servicemen and 
women. 

His brother Nick, a Captain in 
the Royal Engineers, lost both legs 
when he triggered an improvised 
bomb in Helmand Province. 

The explosion happened on 
October 5 - just six days after his 
28th birthday. 

Dave Beighton said: “Nick would 
have died at the scene but for the 
heroic actions of a fellow soldier 
who was on patrol with him. 

“During his two months in 
hospital and later during his 
continuing rehabilitation, Nick has 
been assisted by the incredible 
work of the charity Help for 
Heroes, whose mission is to 
support, where they can, wounded 
members of the armed forces. 

“The job our armed forces do is

unparalleled in any other 
profession. 

“That it is undertaken with such 
enthusiasm and endeavour makes 
it all the more astonishing, and 
often very difficult to comprehend 
for those of us with more ‘normal’ 
jobs.” 

He added: “What has always 
been clear to me, however, is a 
solid determination to recognise 
this effort in whatever way 
possible, and at the same time to 
support the excellent work of Help 
for Heroes.” 

Dave, who is based at the 
council offices in Mildenhall, will 
be walking the 47 miles of the 
Norfolk Coastal Path from 
Hunstanton to Cromer with six 
friends on the weekend of 
February 20-21.

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Duck found with hook in throat is recovering 


AN injured duck which swallowed 
a barbed hook is making a 
quacking recovery - thanks to a 
family in Burwell. 

Christina Ashman spotted the 
ailing bird on the river near her 
home and she and her daughter 
Stephanie managed to grab the 
creature and take it to a vet at 
Newmarket. 

When the bird was X-rayed, a 
fishing hook could clearly be seen 
stuck in its throat. 

Chris Heslop, Stephanie’s 
fiance, said: “The duck had come 
up from the water to feed, and 
there was a wire line hanging out of 
its beak. The hook inside is a 
barbed one, which I thought was 
illegal. 

“Often when this sort of thing 
happens, the bird has to be put 
down, but we managed to get the 
duck to Swayne and Partners at 
Newmarket, and a vet there saved 
its life. 

“By highlighting what happened 
in the Weekly News, it might 
persuade anglers to stop using 
these hooks.” 

A spokeswoman for the 
veterinary surgery said: “The duck 
was in a bad state. Because of the 
hook, it hadn’t been able to eat, 
and was absolutely ravenous. If we 
didn’t get the hook out, it would 
have starved to death. 

“Because of the three barbs on 
the hook, we were not able to draw 
the hook out, so we had to make 
an incision near the bird’s jugular 
vein, and get it out that way. 

“We then kept the bird here for 
several days tube-feeding it.”

Inspector Chris Nice, of the 
RSPCA, said: “I think the hooks are 
still legal, but we do urge anglers 
not to use them. 

“There are lots of alternatives 
around. If they must be used, it’s 
vital to ensure the line is of the right 
strength, and doesn’t snap, which 
seems to be what happened in this 
case.”

Former jockey denies 
breaching council order 

A FORMER jockey has denied breaching 
a council order by letting out rooms in a 
house he owns. 

Russell Price, 41, who is now a 
racehorse trainer, is being prosecuted by 
Forest Heath District Council for 
allegedly allowing a house in Lisburn 
Road, Newmarket, to be used as a 
house in multiple occupation in breach 
of a prohibition order issued under the 
Housing Act. 

The offence is alleged to have been 
committed between September 22, 

2008, and April 6 last year. 

Price, of Hamilton Road, Newmarket, 
denied the offence when he appeared 
before magistrates at Bury St Edmunds. 
The case was adjourned for a week to 
allow time to fix a date for a trial.

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Residential offer 
to young jockeys 


Diversion 
time for 
horses in 
icy snap 

RACEHORSES trotted 
along Newmarket High 
Street to avoid snow and 
ice on the town’s horse 
walks. 

Derby-winning 
trainer Michael Bell took 
his string of horses 
along the road on two 
days of the freeze-up to 
get to the exercise 
grounds to the east of 
the town. 

He said: “The horse 
walks were rather 
hazardous and the 
safest route was to use 
the High Street which 
had been gritted and 
salted. 

“My yard in Black 
Bear Lane is rather 
isolated and this winter 
has been extreme. 

“Motorists were very 
tolerant and I think a lot 
of people liked seeing 
the horses in the High 
Street.” 

Other trainers used 
roads in preference to 
other routes to and from 
the gallops. 

At least one horse is 
reported to have died 
after slipping in the icy 
conditions and there 
were a number of other 
falls reported in the 
town during the 
conditions. 
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PROMISING young 
jockeys can finish their 
school education at the 
same time as they learn 
more about horses and 
the racing industry 

Starting in September, 
Newmarket’s British Racing 
School will be offering 
residential places for a limited 
number of youngsters between 
the ages of 14 and 15. 

The new scheme will see 
them ride out on horses each 
weekday morning before going 
to a local school on four days a 
week. 

They will complete their 


GCSEs or land-based and 
environment diploma. 

The fifth day of the week will 
be spent entirely at the Racing 
School, in Snailwell Road. By 
the end of the second year, 
when the students will be in 
Year 11, they should have 
achieved their NVQ2 in 
racehorse care. 

The second year is expected 
to include sessions working in a 
racehorse trainer’s yard. 

The residential scheme is a 
variation of the Racing School’s 
flexible learning programme 
which youngsters currently take 
part in on a day-release basis. 

A number of youngsters have 
taken part in the scheme so far 


and include Charles Eddery and 
William Carson, who come 
from racing families. 

The Racing School is offering 
the residential course for 
youngsters who live too far 
from Newmarket to make the 
daily trip to ride-out before 
school. 

Parents will have to cover the 
boarding costs of £8,000 a year 
which includes travel to and 
from a local school. But there 
are no course fees to pay.

Cllr Andrew Appleby 
said trainers could have 
avoided some of the 
dangers by making use 
of facilities in their yard. 

He said: “Many, if not 
all stables, have 
horsewalkers and stable 
exercise areas. 

“Surely it would be 
best to down feed, 
exercise restraint re 
exercising and not 
expose horse or riders 
nor the public to 
avoidable risks.” 

He has made his 
complaint to trainers 
and lockey Club Estates. 


Racecourse managers complete training scheme 



MIDDLE managers at racecourses 
across the country have completed 
a year-long training programme 
based at Newmarket’s British 
Racing School. 

A total of 12 middle managers 
employed by Jockey Club 
Racecourses took part in the 
programme run by The Peplow 
Group through the Racing School’s 
management academy. 

It coincided with the launch of 
Racing for Change- 
recommendations aimed at 
updating the industry 

Paul Fisher, The Jockey Club 
Racecourses chief operating 
officer, said: “The academy was 
intended to develop the skills of 
some of our most promising 
employees, instilling greater 
confidence in our managers and 


their teams, thereby bringing 
improved results across the group. 
“The development of our staff, 


and in particular our managers, is 
key to the long term success of the 
group. We have been delighted 


with this programme. 

“There has been a noticeable 
improvement in performance in all 
those who have taken part and 
already a number have gained 
promotion within the group. It is 
also pleasing to see how their 
performance has helped others 
who work with them to improve.” 

Rory MacDonald, chief 
executive of The British Racing 
School, said: “This initiative and 
our partnership with The Peplow 
Group, has been a great success 
and we welcome Jockey Club’s 
decision to run a similar 
programme in 2010 for the wider 
group.

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Hatchfield plans to go on view 


CONTROVERSIAL plans to build 1,200 
new homes in Newmarket will go on 
display in the town later this month. 

A public exhibition of the scheme to 
develop Lord Derby’s Hatchfield Larm will 
be staged at the Heath Court Hotel, in 
Newmarket, on Thursday, fanuary 28. 

The scheme is being opposed by the 
town’s horse racing industry. 

Leaders of the industry have argued 
that the development, due to be phased 
over the next 21 years, will harm the 
town’s standing as the “headquarters” of 
racing. 

They are currently opposing its 
inclusion in Lorest Heath District 


Council’s core strategy for developments 
until 2031. At the same time Lord Derby 
has submitted an application for outline 
planning permission. 

The exhibition is linked with the 
planning application and is aimed at 
explaining the proposals, which include 
business and shopping areas together 
with sports facilities. 

The proposals suggest that the houses 
could be built at a rate of 80 a year with 
600 up to 2020 and a further 600 up to 
2031. 

The exhibition will be open from 2pm 
to 8pm in the hotel’s Guineas Room.

Residents 
want post 
box back

RESIDENTS are 
campaigning for the 
restoration of a post 
box which has be¬ 
come a litter bin 
after being aban¬ 
doned by the Royal 
Mail. 

The plight of the letter 
box was featured in last 
week’s Weekly News and 
readers have made their 
views known. 

The condition of the 
box, in Old Station Road, 
Newmarket, was high¬ 
lighted by former town 
mayor Cllr Warwick Hirst 
who took up complaints 
about its state. 

A Royal Mail spokes¬ 
man claimed the box, 
which dates from Queen 
Victoria’s reign, had been 
damaged in a traffic 
accident. 

He promised that the 
issue would be resolved 
within a month. 

But people living 
nearby have complained 
that the box has been out 
of use for more than three 
years after a hinge on the 
door was broken - one 
person suggested the 
damage was caused after 
a firework was put in the 
box. 

In the meantime the 
wall in which the box sits 
has been rebuilt - and the 
box was put back in the 
wall in a damaged 
condition. 

lohn Round-Turner, 
who lives nearby in 
Oakfield Place, said the 
post box had been a 
much-used facility and 
residents wanted to see it 
restored. 

lanine Stockwin, who 


also lives nearby, said: “We 
want the box back. There 
aren’t any other post boxes 
that close by and it was 
well-used because people 
could park next to it. 

“We were told they were 
trying to find a door for 
it.” 

Margaret Knights, of 
Whitegates, Newmarket, 
said: “It has been out of 
use for more than three 
years. It was a surprise to 
see it put back when they 
rebuilt the wall (above the 
Warren Hill railway 
tunnel) even though it 
wasn’t repaired.” 

Another resident said 
she was “dismayed” when 
the box was cemented 


back into the rebuilt wall 
without any attempt to 
mend it. 

She said: “It was 
intensely frustrating to 
see the care with which 
the workmen removed the 
post box from the old wall 
and kept it, and then built 
it back into the new wall. 
They could not do 
anything else, because 
Royal Mail had taken no 
action. It took a very long 
time before I could walk 
past the post box without 
grinding my teeth.” 

The box remains a 
dumping ground for 
bottles and fast food 
cartons.

They will need to liaise with them 
regardless of whether the post box is 
to be removed or restored, yet they 
confidently predict that they will be 
able to remove and brick it up within 
the next four weeks. 

If they are able to effect this liaison 
within this timescale, would they not 
be rendering more of a service to the 
public if they were to replace the door 
and bring the box back into 
operation?

Tatts' site may 
be a solution 

Sir, The consultants of Lord Derby 
and the consultants of Tattersalls 
(on behalf of the racing industry) 
have each produced excellent 


reports supporting their differing 
views regarding the Government 
requirement that Newmarket 
should have 1,640 more houses, 
especially the proposal that 1,200 
houses be built on Hatchfield Farm. 
At time of writing, we await Suffolk 
Highways’ assessment of the traffic 
implications; Lord Derby asserts 
extra traffic would have minimal 
impact, Tattersalls that the traffic 
would be excessive. 

Which expert is right ? 

We may have to fall back on 
common sense and simple logic, 
for example, more houses, more 
people, more vehicles, more traffic, 
more problems to solve. 

An answer, I tentatively suggest, 
could be for Tatts to move to 
Hatchfield and the current Tatts’ 
site to accommodate housing, if 


indeed such development is really 
necessary. 

A development on Tatts would, I 
believe, avoid the traffic pressure 
on the A14 / A142 junction and the 
town, which building on Hatchfield 
would produce. 

Residents could access the A14 via 
the Cambridge Road and the town 
would be within walking distance. 
Such a solution would require that 
Lord Derby and Tattersalls come to 
a mutually agreeable financial 
agreement. 

Whatever decisions are finally 
made on these matters one trusts 
they will be the right decisions 
made for the right reasons and in 
the best interests of Newmarket 
and Forest Heath.

“We would like to 
thank visitors for their 
patience and under¬ 
standing so far, and 
would urge them to 
continue to help us 
control this outbreak 
by staying away from 
the hospital site. 

“Anyone who does 
need to come into the 
building can help by 
cleaning their hands 
thoroughly with soap 
and water in the sinks 
we have provided.” 

Staff as well as 
patients have shown 
symptoms of the 
norovirus, as the 
vomiting disorder is 
officially known.

Increase in 
burst mains 
expected as 
thaw begins 


A SHARP increase in the 
number of burst water 
mains is expected when 
the cold snap ends, 
according to Anglian 
Water. 

The firm said on a 
typical day it had an 
average of 13 burst mains, 
but on December 29 last 
year, it had 76 burst mains 
- one of the highest 
numbers recorded in a 
single day. 

It said: “In December 
2008 and January 2009, 
there were massive 
increases in bursts on 
previous months.

Protest 
as future 
plans are 
reviewed 


LEADING figures in 
Newmarket’s horse¬ 
racing industry kept 
up their campaign 
against plans for 
1,200 new homes in 
the town with a pro¬ 
test outside council 
offices. 

Members of the Save 
Historic Newmarket 
Action Group (SHNAG) 
staged the protest last 
Thursday at Forest Heath 
District Council’s head¬ 
quarters in Mildenhall 
where a planning inspec¬ 
tor is considering the 
council’s core strategy for 
developments until the 
year 2031. 

The strategy includes 
the controversial pro¬ 
posals to develop 160 
acres of Lord Derby’s 
Hatchfield Farm, almost 
opposite the town’s Tesco 
supermarket. 

The plans have met 
opposition from all 
sections of the 
horseracing industry 
including trainers, 
breeders and owners. 

They have argued that 
the scheme could lead to 
the end of the town as the 
historic headquarters of 
horseracing. 

Tattersalls, the race¬ 


horse auctioneers, 
together with the 
Newmarket Trainers’ 
Federation, fockey Club 
Estates and the town 
council, opposed the 
scheme at the examin¬ 
ation in public of the 
development strategy. 

Planning inspector Paul 
Crysell heard arguments 
from all sides about the 
scheme and will give his 
decision on it, and the 
rest of the strategy, at a 
later date. 

Edmond Mahony, 
chairman of Tattersalls 
where racehorses worth 
millions of pounds are 
sold, joined the protest. 

Trainers Mark Tomp¬ 
kins and fames Fanshawe 
attended the hearing. 

Cllr Richard Fletcher 
said the development 
would be “disastrous” for 
the town the racing 
industry. 

He said the strategy, 
which proposes a total 
1,640 new homes in 
Newmarket in the next 21 
years, would lead to the 
town’s population 
growing by between a 


quarter and a third. 

“The impact would be 
totally disproportionate 
to any advantages to the 
town,” he said. 

He said the additional 
homes, including the 
1,200 planned at Hatch- 
field Farm, would cause 
“untold damage to the 
town and possibly its 
ultimate demise as the 
living heart of British 
horseracing.” 

But Bob Sellwood, Lord 
Derby’s planning consul¬ 
tant, said traffic problems 
would “be worse” be¬ 
cause of proposed 
business, employment 
and shopping develop¬ 
ments which would go 
ahead even if the houses 
were not built. 

Stephen Osborn, the 
district council’s forward 
planning chief, said the 
number of homes prop¬ 
osed was less than guide¬ 
lines suggested. 

“We’re not trying to 
meet the commuting 
needs of other 
settlements,” he said.

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Nature reserve is great home for invertebrates 


A NATURE reserve which has 
survived misuse by motor-cycles 
and four-wheel-drive vehicles 
has been declared to be one of 
the best sites for invertebrates. 

The Maidscross Hill local 
nature reserve at Lakenheath 
was the first in the UK to be 
identified as the home of a rare 
wasp. 

Now, surveys conducted by 
the University of East Anglia, 


have established that it is one of 
the best sites in the Brecks for 
invertebrates. 

Cllr Tony Simmons, Forest 
Heath District Council's member 
champion for the environment, 
said: “This is great news. Every 
time we look at this site we find 
that it is more valuable for 
wildlife. 

“We know its great for plants 
but the range of invertebrates we 


have here is incredible. 

“I hope to have some insect 
study events in the summer so 
that we can all enjoy this 
fantastic local wildlife site.” 

The area, which has previously 
suffered abuse by motor-cyclists 
and drivers of four-wheel-drive 
vehicles, is classified as a Site of 
Special Scientific Interest (SSSI) 
and is protected by law.

stage, she had gained more 
than four stone in total, 
weighing in at more than 
14.5 stone. 

Just three weeks after 
Rosie was born, Marina’s 
life took a dramatic turn. “I 
had a car accident,” she 
explains. “I turned my 
Discovery on its side on the 
Ml 1.1 had all the children 
in the car but they were 
fine, thank goodness... It 
wasn’t until I’d checked 
them over that I noticed the 
end of one of my fingers 
was hanging off - and the 
bone was sticking out...” 

It soon became clear that 
Marina’s right hand was 
very badly damaged. In a 
seven-hour operation, a 
section of both her index 
finger and her thumb had 
to be amputated: as a right- 
handed dentist, medics 
said she might never work 
again. 

“In a way I think it was 
good for me to be told 
that,” says Marina. “I think 
it spurred me on: I was 
determined to prove them 
wrong.” 

Now, 12 years on, Marina 
has pretty much full use of 
her hand. “My writing is 
better than a lot of other 
people’s,” she laughs. Aside 
from the amputations, the 
only sign of die accident is 
some scarring on Marina’s 
forearm, disguised with an 
impressive collection of 
silver bangles. “I’ve still got 
some of the Mil in there,” 
Marina admits. “But, 


though it might sound a bit 
strange, in some ways the 
accident was actually a 
good thing.” 

In the wake of surgery, 
Marina was forced to take 
seven long months off 
work. “I used the time to do 
all kinds of courses that I 
wouldn’t have done 
otherwise - and that 
changed my life, and my 
dental practice, for the 
better.” 

As well as studying 
orthodontics, learning how 
to do less invasive brace 
work, Marina threw herself 
into holistic dentistry. As a 
result, she made her 
practice completely 
mercury free (some people 
have suggested that 
amalgam can have 
detrimental health affects). 

Although she initially 
struggled to look after baby 
Rosie - changing a nappy, 
for example, was almost 
impossible - Marina stuck 
to a strict rehab routine, 
combining physio and 
occupational therapy. She 
credits that regime with 
helping her return both to 
work and a normal way of 
life. 

By then, Marina was 
approaching 40. “I didn’t 
want to be fat and 40:1 
wanted to be fab and 40,” 
she giggles. “So I went on a 
diet, got a personal trainer 
and lost four stone in five 
months.” 

Marina kept the weight 
off for four years. And then,

other day I got asked out 
on the escalator in John 
Lewis...” 

Turn back the clock to 
spring 2007 and it’s a 
different story. After 
splitting with her 
husband of 16 years, 
Marina had become a 
single mum to four 
children. A dentist, with 
her own practice, she 
was working really long 
hours. And, a self- 
confessed comfort eater, 
Marina had piled on the 
weight: at 5ft 4in, she 
was more than 16 stone 
and wore a dress size 22. 

Marina, who lives in 
Cambridge, is still a 
single mum with her 
own dental practice. But, 
since May 2007, she has 
lost an awe-inspiring six 
stone - thanks to gastric 
band surgery, a healthy 
diet, and her own cast- 
iron determination. 

“Don’t think having a 
gastric band is a quick fix, 
because it isn’t,” says 
Marina. “But it has worked 
brilliantly for me. It’s been 
life-changing.” 

Marina’s battle with her 
weight dates back to her 
teenage years. As a child, 
growing up in Harlow, she 
was skinny. But then, in her 
teens, she started suffering 


chest pains: tests revealed a 
problem with her thyroid, 
which had affected her 
heart. Medication to slow 
her metabolism caused her 
to gain weight. “It wasn’t a 
lot,” she says, “but it was 
enough to make me self- 
conscious.” 

Despite missing quite a 
lot of school through 
illness, Marina got a place 
at college to do her A-levels, 
then went on to medical 
school to study dentistry. It 
was during her studies that 
Marina met the man who 
was to become her 
husband. 

“My weight was quite 
stable then -1 was a size 12 
to 14,” she continues. “We 
got married in 1987 and a 
year later I had Bianca, my 
eldest daughter, who’s 21 
now. I gained a stone with 
the pregnancy but I didn’t 
care: I had a happy 
marriage, a good job and a 
wonderful baby.” 

Eight months later, 
Marina fell pregnant again, 
with Alexander, now 20. 
And she gained another 
stone in weight. “It was 
hard work, having two so 
close together,” she says. 
“But I was very happy.” 

Then, in 1992, Marina 
decided to open her own 
dental practice, based in 
Stansted. Two years later, 
daughter Tamara came 
along - bringing another 
stone with her. And then, in 
1997, Marina had her 
fourth child, Rosie. By that

after 16 years, her 
marriage broke down. “We 
parted company. We split 
up,” says Marina, simply. 
“And it was very stressful, 
looking after four children 
- all of school age - and 
running the practice. It 
was emotionally difficult 
too and I have to admit 
comfort eating: my real 
weakness was chocolate 
and sweets. 

“I used to snack on a bar 
of chocolate while I was 
cooking dinner at night, 
then eat my dinner, and 
snack again afterwards... 
It was a vicious circle: the 
more weight I gained, the 
more I beat myself up, the 
worse I felt, the more I ate. 
I just couldn’t understand 
why I couldn’t get a grip - 
I’d done it before, so why 
couldn’t I do it now?” 

Rising to more than 16 
stone, Marina says her size 
was making her really 
miserable. Things came to 
a head one day when, 
visiting the GP with one of 
the children, the doctor 
asked her for a private 
word - and offered her a 
course of slimming pills. 

“It was very kindly 
meant: she could see how 
fed up I was,” says Marina. 
“But when I did some 
research I decided it wasn’t 
for me. I would have 
needed a blood pressure 
check every fortnight and, 
as a holistic practitioner, I 
didn’t like the idea of the 
medication.” 

The suggestion had, 
however, got Marina 
thinking. Deciding to 
relocate from Stansted to 
Cambridge, because all 
four of her children were 
at school in the city, she 
decided to rent out the 
family home. Changing 
her mortgage to a buy-to- 
let, Marina took out an 
extra £8,000 - enough for 
gastric band surgery. 

Going for a consultation 
at Healthier Weight, a 
national company which 
specialises in weight-loss 
surgery, Marina decided to 
go ahead with the op 
(which puts a band 
around the stomach, 
reducing its capacity). 

“The children weren’t too 
impressed but my mum 
was all for it,” she says. 

“She just wanted me to be 
happy.” 

Marina went to London 
for her surgery. “I really 
wasn’t nervous and I was 
only in for two nights,” she 
says. They advised taking a 
week off work afterwards, 
but I went in on the Friday

and I had a patient booked 
in on the Monday, so I was 
back at the practice for 
that. 

“I felt tired, but that was 
all. And I didn’t feel like 
eating at all -1 actually 
had to make myself eat.” 

Because of her 
restricted stomach 
capacity, Marina says she 
had to be careful to eat 
healthily and monitor her 
portion size: if she ate too 
much, it made her 
physically sick. 

But the weight 
immediately started to fall 
off: Marina was losing two 
or three pounds every 
week. Within 18 months, 
she’d lost more than six 
stone. 

When people began to 
comment on her new 
look, Marina says she was 
always quite open about 
having had a gastric band 
fitted. Her only fear was, 
she says, being left with 
loose skin. But, thanks to a 
good diet, plenty of 
exercise and taking care of 
herself (body brushing 
and moisturising 
religiously), she seemed to 
spring back into shape. 

“I didn’t use to value 
myself at all. I didn’t set 
aside any time for me,” 


says Marina. “But 
nowadays I take the time 
to look after myself: I do 
my hair and make-up 
every day -1 even have 
eyelash extensions - and I 
love getting dressed up. I 
feel good about myself.” 

Although she is quick to 
stress that it’s still early 
days, Marina is back in the 
dating game. “I’m not 
looking for anything 
serious at the moment -1 
want to enjoy my freedom 
a bit,” she says. “But one 
thing I’ve learned is that 
you can’t expect anyone 
else to love you if you don’t 
love yourself - and I love 
myself now.” 

Marina’s new year’s 
resolution is to run the 
2010 London Marathon in 
aid of a children’s charity. 
It’s the kind of challenge 
she would had once shied 
away from, but, thanks to 
her new-found self- 
confidence, she is trying all 
kinds of new things these 
days - even belly dancing. 

“The children are 
definitely proud of me, 
though my son doesn’t like 
it if his friends say I’m fit,” 
laughs Marina. “It just goes 
to show that, if you really 
want to, you do have the 
power to change your life.”

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Family swaps shelf 
life for the good life 


This time last year, Grant and Shauna Hawthorne made a 
resolution not to set foot in a supermarket for a full 12 months. 
The couple tell ALICE RYAN about going self-sufficient. 


I T’S early on a winter morning, so 
early the sky is still dark, and the 
Cambridgeshire countryside is 
shrouded in fog. All in all, it’s pretty 
uninviting. But one family are already 
out and about - tending their flock of 
Welsh mountain sheep. 

“It is hard work, especially when it’s 
cold and dark,” admits Grant 
Hawthorne. “But I just love being 
outside and I love being with the 
animals: there’s something refreshing 
and wholesome about it...” 

“Grant’s pathetically soppy about 
the sheep,” laughs his wife, Shauna. 
“He sits and chats to them.” 

Although they live in the middle of 
Cambridge, the Hawthornes - Grant 
and Shauna plus Scott, 8, and Hilary, 4 
- have their own little farm. Spanning 
several acres in Snailwell, it’s home to 
an impressive vegetable plot as well as 
the sheep. 

And it’s all part of their plan - to 
shun supermarkets and live a more 
self-sufficient life. 

“It all started this time last year,” 
Grant explains. “Jokingly, I said: ‘Could 
we actually survive without going to 
the supermarket?’We started thinking 
about it seriously and then decided to 
set ourselves a challenge: to go 12 
months without shopping in the 
supermarket at all.” 

“I can’t say it’s all been easy,” adds 
Shauna. “It doesn’t just change the 
way you shop, it changes your whole 
way of life. But we’ve managed it - and 


we’ve loved doing it, too.” 

Grant, who runs his own 
management consultancy, says he 
had long been troubled by what he 
describes as the monopoly of 
supermarkets. “Can you imagine 
waking up one day and there being 
nothing else left, nothing except 
supermarkets? That’s a really scary 
thought,” he explains. 

“The way supermarkets produce 
and supply food now just isn’t 
sustainable long-term. So many 
people are realising that and starting 
to grow their own; we decided it was 
time for us to give it a go.” 

Last New Year’s Eve, Grant admits 
making a final sortie to the 
supermarket deli counter - deli 
delicacies are, he says, the only thing 
he’s really missed. He also ordered 12 
free range chickens from a local 
farmer, to get the new regime under 
way. “We got them and thought: 
‘Right, what do we do now?”’ Shauna 
laughs. “We had to go out a buy a new 
freezer...” 

A keen gardener, Shauna already 
grew some vegetables in the back 
garden. But, realising they needed far 
more growing space to keep the 
family going all year, she and Grant 


decided to invest in an allotment. The 
waiting list for a Cambridge plot was 
enormous but, after phoning around 
some local land agents, they found an 
acre to rent in Snailwell. 

Half the patch was dedicated to 
home-grown veg, while Shauna 
decided to sow wheat on the other 
half. However, the couple decided to 
focus on sourcing ethically reared 
meat. First came a share in a pig, then 
a cow, both from local farms. Asking 
friends if they wanted to get involved, 
Grant says the numbers soon 
rocketed. 


“It got to the point where we were 
sharing with somewhere between 30 
and 40 people,” he says. “We

contacted the environmental health 
department and they said you have to 
be registered as a food business, even 
if you’re only sharing with friends. 
That’s how Tiny Farmer started.” 

Tiny Farmer is Grant and Shauna’s 
online food-sharing business, 
www.tinyfarmer.co.uk, which now 
supplies more than 150 people with 
compassionately farmed meat. 

Throughout the season, Grant also 
went shooting, bringing home both 
pheasant and partridge - and also 
stalked his first deer. “I went on 
YouTube to find out how to butcher it 
because the butcher wanted £200,” he 
says. “I did it step by step - and it took 
six hours...” 

Given the chance to rent increased 
acreage in Snailwell, the Hawthornes 
then branched out into keeping 
sheep. “That’s probably been the 
highlight of this whole thing for me,” 
smiles Grant. “The sheep are just 
lovely. We only had seven to start with. 
When it came to shearing them, we 
ended up with quite an audience: 
passers-by kept stopping to look!” 

This spring, he and Shauna will be 


investing in a small herd of Aberdeen 
Angus: instead of buying cattle fully- 
grown from local farmers, ready for 
slaughter, they will be rearing the 
animals themselves. They also keep 
chickens for their eggs. 

There are, Shauna and Grant agree, 
almost endless benefits to living a 
more self-sufficient life: it’s more 
ethical, it reduces your carbon 
footprint, it provides you with fresh, 
seasonal food which tastes great and 
is free from all kinds of chemicals 
(including fertilisers and 
preservatives) - and the physical work 
involved helps keep you fit. 

Although the family’s 12-month 
challenge is at an end, they say they 
have no intention of returning to a 
regular supermarket shop (though the 
odd trip to the deli counter might be 
in order). 

“I would definitely recommend 
becoming more self-sufficient,” says 
Shauna. “Yes, it can be hard work and 
it requires quite a lot of commitment 
- but it is hugely rewarding.”

In her latest film, Meyers skips 
through the emotional minefield of 
post-divorce relationships as 
seen through the eyes of a 
mother, who embarks on a 
tempestuous affair - with her ex- 
husband. 

It’s Complicated is a misnomer - 
the simple, linear narrative follows 
the characters’ machinations to a 
logical conclusion-but the 
sparkling on-screen chemistry 
between the three leads adds 
polish to the familiar material. 

Jane Adler (Streep) runs a 
bakery/ restaurant in Santa 
Barbara, dazzling customers with 
flaky chocolate croissants and 
light, airy breads. 

Her grown-up kids - Lauren 


(Fitzgerald), Luke (Parrish) and 
Gabby (Kazan) - have all moved 
out, leaving Jane to her own 
devices with gal pals Diane 
(Wentworth), Joanne (Place), 
Sally (Dunn) and Trisha (Wilson). 
During a trip to New York to 
celebrate Luke’s graduation, Jane 
gets drunk at the hotel bar with 
attorney ex-husband Jake 
(Baldwin) and the pair end up in 
bed. 

Jane feels guilty as Jake is now 
married to a younger woman, 
Agness (Bell). But she continues 
the affair with Jake, only to 
develop feelings for divorced 
architect Adam (Martin), who she 


has hired to remodel her kitchen. 
“I don’t want to fall for someone 
who’s seeing someone else, I 
couldn’t take that,” he confides. 
It’s Complicated is a delightful 
two hours of laughter and self¬ 
reflection. 

Streep affirms her credentials as 
one of the best comic actresses 
working today. Baldwin is 
irresistible as the bullish alpha 
male determined to turn back 
time. 

Meanwhile, Martin delivers a 
tender and funny performance 
that leaves a lump in the throat 
when it looks likely he will have 
his heart broken again.

Make design changes 
now to save time later 


T he start of the year is 
often the time when 
many gardeners plan 
what to grow in their 
vegetable and flower 
borders and look into 
changing their garden's 
design. 

For many, changes in design are 
often made to accommodate the 
lack of time available to tend their 
garden. This can mean losing areas 
of lawn which are high 
maintenance and fiddly to mow, 
replacing perennial borders with 
evergreens to add interest all year 
round, and introducing large all- 
year plants to containers rather 
than annuals which have to be 
changed from season to season. 

There are some who fear that a 
low-maintenance garden will 
become dull and colourless or 
simply a haven to paving slabs and 
concrete, but it doesn’t have to be 
that way. 

Cottage gardens are probably 
out for the time-strapped gardener 
as they are generally teeming with 
plants which need some care, 
including annuals, perennials and 
roses and although they may look 
natural, they need an awful lot of 
cutting back and dead-heading. 
Likewise, traditional formal

gardens with the neatest of flower 
borders, bowling green lawns and 
carefully-clipped hedges require a 
lot of maintenance and time. 

You can, however, create a 
visually pleasing space which won’t 
take huge amounts of time to tend 
if you plan carefully. 

Small, enclosed spaces are 
perfect for paving, which could be 
surrounded by raised beds, narrow 
borders and pots, so you can still 
experiment with planting but won’t 
be weeding and digging for hours 
on end. 

You might include different 
textures to your hard landscaping 
to create interest, such as ceramics 
or cobbles. Raised beds can also 
offer casual seating and changes in 
level to an otherwise-featureless 
space. 

Low-maintenance larger gardens 
can be separated into 


compartments which can be 
screened from each other to 
provide surprises and changes in 
mood. Many ornamental grasses, 
including Stipa tenuissima and 
sedges (Carex), can be dotted at 
ground level in gravel or slate to 
provide texture to otherwise boring 
areas. 

Large single specimen plants of 
architectural interest, such as 
Japanese maples or phormiums, 
stand out if placed against 
uncluttered backdrops and can 
provide a far more pleasing picture 
than a series of smaller pots 
containing a variety of different 
plants. 

To reduce maintenance, use 
fences with climbing plants rather 
than hedges which need trimming, 
paths of gravel or bricks instead of 
grass ones and self-watering 
hanging baskets instead of free- 
draining ones. 

Don’t make your flower borders 
too deep as you’ll end up becoming 
a slave to weeding and watering. 
Use reliable ground cover plants 
such as cranesbill geranium to take 
up any visible soil space and mulch 
your borders and areas of bare 
ground to suppress weeds. 

Paved or decked areas, which are 
easy to keep tidy and weed-free, 
provide the hard landscaping for 
you to tend your surrounding 


plants, which ideally should 
include a selection of low 
maintenance flowering shrubs and 
evergreens. 

Remember, though, that while 
some gardens can be low 
maintenance, no garden is ‘no 
maintenance’. Work out how much 
time you are going to have to look 
after your garden and then plan 
accordingly. Take time now to 
make design changes and you’ll 
save a heap of time later in the 
season. 

BEST OF THE BUNCH 

- Fatsia japonica 

This shade-loving evergreen is as 
tough as old boots provided you 
don’t place it in full sun. It provides 
a tropical touch with its glossy 
hand-shaped leaves and branched 
creamy white flowerheads in 
autumn. Also known as the false 
castor oil plant, it has a strong 
architectural presence with its all- 
year large glossy leaves and can 
take up a large space, reaching 3m 
x 3m (10ft x 10ft) when fully grown. 
For white-edged leaves, go for 
Variegata. It will thrive in dry, shady 
places where others quickly wilt. It 
does, however, need shade or at 
least partial shade. No pruning is 
necessary, just snip out any dead 
leaves caught by the frost to give it 
a spring clean.

MOVING HOME

Moving home can be a complicated business and, in the hectic run to the big 
day, it is all too easy to forget something vital. The Property News offers their 
readers this handy checklist that should help avoid major pitfalls. We suggest 
you tick off the items as you deal with them... 


WITH FOUR WEEKS TO GO: 


I—. Get estimates from removal companies, checking that comprehensive insurance cover is 
[J available against damage or loss. Is there a packing and unpacking service? Confirm the 
date of your move with the firm you have chosen. 

□ Check on your home contents insurance policies to ensure that you are covered for the 
move, and covered at your new address. 

□ Make arrangements for your gas and electricity meters (plus water meters where relevant) 
to be read and all your appliances to be disconnected on the day of your move. 

□ Arrange to take over gas and electricity at your new address, and make sure that all 
appliances will be properly fitted, plumbed or connected. 


□ Notify British Telecom and ask them to make the necessary arrangements for a final account 
at your present address, and for taking over or installing telephone facilities at your new 
home. 

Arrange for change of address cards to be printed. 


WITH TWO WEEKS TO GO: 


□ Confirm all arrangements, times etc, for meter readings, disconnections and reconnections, 
with authorities and with your buyer and seller. 

□ Make sure you have a good stock of packing materials, including sturdy boxes and plenty of 
string and sticky tape. 

□ Begin to throw out unwanted items from attics, wardrobes. What you really don't want you 
may as well dump now, or send to charity. It's a great time for a good sort out! 


WITH ONE WEEK TO GO: 


Send off change of address cards. 

Arrange and pay for automatic redirection of your mail by the Post Office. 

□ Cancel and pay up accounts for routine delivery services such as milk, groceries, fuel and 
your Cambridge Evening News. Re-organise these deliveries for your new address. 

□ Defrost refrigerators in preparation for move and, if you are moving a freezer and its 
contents, turn it up to maximum for a couple of days before you move. 


WITH ONE DAY TO GO: 


□ Complete your packing except for those items you are likely 
to need overnight, and prepare a picnic for moving day. 

Have a large enough cash 'float' available to deal with 
H unexpected expenses, and make sure you have collected 
documents and valuables together in a safe place. 

□ Cover carpets which are being left behind, so as to minimise 
damage during furniture removal. 

□ Check through previous lists to make sure nothing has been 
overlooked, then enjoy a worry-free early night! 


ON MOVING DAY: 


Q Strip beds and pack bedding and nightclothes. 

Q Pack items for washing/toiletries. 

Q Take down curtains. 

Q Take up rugs, carpets, floor coverings, as required. 

Q Dismantle any light fittings etc., not included in the sale. 

□ Turn off electric appliances. 

Q Disconnect cooker. 

Q Turn off boiler/central heating. 

Q Turn off water. 

Q Read gas meter. 

Q Read electricity meter. 

Q Secure all windows. 

□ Lock all doors. 

Q Leave key as arranged with new owners. 

□ On arrival at your new home, unpack slowly , 
methodically so that you can check for loss or damage.

AT last - the new Vauxhall Meriva 
family hatchback’s debut date 
has been set, and it should be on 
sale here by the summer. 

Troubles at VauxhalTs parent 
company, General Motors, have 
delayed the arrival of the eagerly- 
awaited Meriva, but it will be paraded 
before the public early in March at 
the Geneva Motor Show 

And shortly after that showcasing 
in Switzerland, it should arrive on 
these shores. It will mean another big 
boost for the Vauxhall profile, for the 
firm has only just launched its latest 
Astra, which is being built in Britain 
at the firm’s Ellesmere Port plant. 



Innovative: Access/egress simplified. 


The new Meriva has two big selling 
points - versatility and family¬ 
friendliness, and both centre on the 
hatchback’s two rear doors. 

Called FlexDoors, they are unique 
in this class because they swing open 
towards the back of the car, at an 
angle of of almost 90 degrees. 

This, says Vauxhall, vastly improves 
the ease with which occupants can 
enter and leave the cabin. 

Rather than having to step back, or 
to one side, as one would using a 
normal front-hinged door, the 
FlexDoors allow unimpeded forward 
access/egress to and from the cabin’s 
three rear seats. The Meriva is a tall, 
small car, too, so the high roof line 
proves a further advantage to this 
easier access. 

With both front and rear doors 
yawning open, they form a protective 
enclosed space for mums and dads to 
attend to little ones without having to 
walk around a rear door, and they 
help afford extra privacy in many 
other ways, such as for toddlers’ 
roadside toilet stops. 

Vauxhall describes this enclosure 
between front and rear doors as a 
parent-friendly zone, and, vitally, the 
FlexDoors can only be opened by 


occupants while the car is stationary 
- an automatic lock engages as soon 
as the car pulls away. 

The idea of rear-hinged back doors 
is not new, but the Meriva’s FlexDoor 
system is the first time it has been 
employed on a family-sized car in 
recent years. 

There are other innovations, too - 
the FlexRail is one, where the centre 
console and storage areas sit on a pair 
of rails, so they can be moved around 
to suit the owner’s needs. 

Consider this with a longer wheel¬ 
base and wider track, more comfor¬ 
table seats that have better rake and 
adjustment, with the rear ones fully 
removable, and it all makes the 
Meriva’s flexibility pretty full-on. 

Cabin materials will enjoy the same 
kind of quality experienced in the 
Insignia and Astra models. 

Vauxhall hasn’t yet revealed 
powerplant details, but will say that 
the Meriva’s engines will see a 
considerable cut in overall running 
costs, and that C02 emissions are 
down by about 15 per cent overall. 

An ecoFlex model will also join the 
line-up in Britain. 

More details will be released by 
Vauxhall closer to the Geneva show.

‘Roadtrain’ idea will mean cars 
drive themselves 


TESTS will start next year on cars 
that “drive themselves” in an 
initiative which could become a 
reality within 10 years. 

Co-ordinated by a UK company, the EU 
project is called Sartre (Safe Road Trains 
for the Environment) and involves a 
“carpooling” roadtrain theory for use on 
motorways. 

The roadtrain would consist of six to 
eight vehicles whose occupants would be 
able to relax, read the paper or chat on 
mobile phones while travelling. 

This would be possible because their 
vehicles would be equipped with a 
navigation system and a 
transmitter/receiver unit which 
communicates with a lead vehicle. 

This lead vehicle - possibly a taxi, a bus 
or a truck - will drive “normally” and 
effectively “do the motoring” for the rest 
of the roadtrain. 

Drivers approaching their destination 
will take over control of their own vehicle, 
leave the convoy by exiting off to the side 
and then continue on their own to their 
destination. The other vehicles in the road 
train close the gap and continue on their 
way until the convoy splits up. 

The road trains increase safety and 
reduce environmental impact thanks to 
lower fuel consumption compared with 
cars being driven individually. 

The reason is that the cars in the train 
are close to each other, exploiting the 
resultant lower air drag. 

The energy saving is expected to be in 
the region of 20 per cent. Road capacity 
will also be able to be utilised more 
efficiently. 

The Sartre project will be conducted for 
three years starting in 2011 on test tracks 
in the UK, Spain and Sweden and 
eventually on public roads in Spain. 

Co-ordinator Tom Robinson, of 
automotive engineering company Ricardo 
UK, which is based at Shoreham-by-Sea, 
Sussex, said: “The Sartre project brings 
together a unique mix of technologies, 
skills and expertise from European 



industry and academia.” 

He went on: “The aim is to encourage 
the development of safe and 
environmentally effective roadtrains. 

“By developing and implementing the 
technology at a vehicle level, Sartre aims 
to realise the potentially very significant 
safety and environmental benefits of road 
trains without the need to invest in 
changes to road infrastructure.” 

Erik Coelingh, technical director of 
active safety functions at Volvo Cars, said: 
“I do appreciate that many people feel 

this sounds like 
Utopia. However, 
this type of auto¬ 
nomous driving 
actually doesn’t 
require any hocus- 
pocus technology, 
and no investment 
in infrastructure. 

“Instead, the 
emphasis is on 
development and 
on adapting 
technology that is 
already in 

existence. In 
addition, we must 
carry out 

comprehensive 
testing to verify our 
high demands on 
safety.” 

Researchers see 
roadtrains 
primarily as a 
major benefit to 
commuters who 
cover long 

distances by 
motorway every 
day, but they will 
also be of potential 
benefit to trucks, 
buses, coaches 
vans and other 
commercial vehicle 
types.

Cecil’s Affinity 
warms up Elite 


AS bone-chilling temperatures 
have gripped the British Isles, a 
clutch of die-hard racing fans 
have been warmed by the 
promising green shoots breaking 
through snow and ice. 

These buds may only be 
metaphorical images of future 
promise, but when they concern a 
Henry Cecil-trained half-sister to 
five-time Group One winner 
Soviet Song they represent a 
precious form indeed. 

And that is what members of 
the Elite Racing Club have to spur 
themselves through the bitter 
winter months and on to the lush 
green turf of the summer. 

Affinity, a daughter of the now 
retired super stallion Sadler’s 
Wells and out of Elite’s mare 
Kalinka, will make her race¬ 
course debut early in the new Flat 
season, and hopes for her 2010 
campaign are surging through the 
veins of the club’s members. 

“She was bred by us and it was 
the most the club had invested in 
a nomination when we sent the 
mare to Sadler’s Wells,” said 
Elite’s Matthew Budden. 

“She was a late foal, so we 
didn’t want to rush her into 
training and she did a few weeks 


pre-training with Richard Pitman 
before she went to Henry in 
mid-summer last year. 

“We thought it best to do that 
and slot her into Henry’s string 
grounded. 

“Henry was very pleased with 
her and hoped to run her before 
the end of last year, but then 
decided she would be best left 
until the spring. 

“He has been very happy with 
her. He says she is a nice filly to 
have and hopes to have her out 
before the end of April.” 

While the likes of Elite’s 
Southwell winner on Thursday, 
Harlech Castle, have kept the 
wheels turning during the winter, 
Affinity could offer much greater 
riches if she is anything like 
Soviet Song. 

Now a 10 year old, she was an 
unstoppable force in her prime 
for James Fanshawe, winning the 
Falmouth Stakes twice and even 
put her male counterparts to the 
sword with her blistering turn of 
foot in the 2004 Sussex Stakes. 

“James had trained exclusively 
for us in Newmarket and we were 
keen to have a new trainer in the 
area,” said Budden. 

“We thought ‘who better than

Henry Cecil?’ And the club have 
had some really interesting 
mornings on the gallops with 
James and Henry, who are good 
friends and have plenty of banter. 

“Henry has a fantastic record 
overall and with fillies. You would 
hope he knows what he is doing 
by now!” 

Of Cecil’s 34 Classics, 14 have 
come courtesy of fillies in the 
Oaks and 1000 Guineas, just the 
sort of territory the three-year- 
old Affinity could be exploiting 
should the dream become reality. 


“She is bred to stay in excess of 
a mile and could be a mile-and-a- 
quarter type, but we will see,” 
said Budden. 

“Some of her family stay and 
some are sprinters, but the mare 
did produce Penzance, who went 
on to win a Triumph Hurdle.” 

Not only are the Elite members 
treated to the prospect of Affinity, 
but Budden revealed the club 
have a second filly due at 
Warren Place. 

He said: “She is a nice filly and 
was bought from Goffs. She is by 
Sinndar and her mare is a half- 
sister to Kalanisi, so she is well- 
bred and I imagine she will join 
Henry at the end of next month.” 

■ Simon Callaghan was out of 
luck as his first runner from his 
new American base failed to 
make the frame. 

Callaghan took over from his 
father, Neville, in Newmarket in 
2008 but opted to switch to a new 
base at Santa Anita late last year. 

Saddling Locksley Hall in a 
six-and-a-half-furlong fillies’ 
maiden at the track on Saturday, 
Callaghan had to settle for fifth 
behind El Mirage King with his 
debut participant.
